Artist finds ‘happy surprises’ with 
unconventional method

Using encaustic wax 
has many different unex¬ 
pected surprises for one 
local artist. 

About four years ago, 
Diana Steer - who paints 
using primarily oils - 
began painting with a 
mixture of beeswax and 
damar resin which is 
then coloured with dif¬ 
ferent pigments. After 
putting down a layer of 
oil paint on wood, she 
then bums the bees¬ 
wax and resin mixture 
into the paint to give 
an added texture to the 
piece. 

“What I found when 
I started working with 
the encaustic wax is it 
allows for many unex¬ 
pected surprises. 
Because you use heat 
to fuse each layer to 
the previous one, how 
you use that heat, how 
long you apply it, how 
you move it, can make 
changes to your painting 


that can sometimes be 
unintentional and yet a 
happy accident. There’s 
a lot of variations you 
can do with that,” she 
said. 

Steer has yet to regret 
how a painting has 
turned out because of 
the unpredictability of 
the technique. 

“My philosophy is 
there are no mistakes. 
It’s a happy accident and 
if it doesn’t quite work 
with your vision, then 
you can always manip¬ 
ulate it into something 
else," she said. 

Steer began paint¬ 
ing about 12 years ago 
after taking a Bob Ross- 
sponsored painting class 
in Calgary. She had been 
involved with art for 
many years previously, 
but went to a painting 
convention in Calgary 
and came across the 
class. 

“(Ross’s) method of 
painting is very calming 
and it was a great stress 
reliever when 1 first 


started, and it became a 
passion," Steer said. 

Steer took classes at 
the Alberta College of 
Art and Design and one 
at Olds College, which 
turned her on to the 
encaustic wax method. 
She has painted in sever¬ 
al different styles includ¬ 
ing abstract and realism 

“I fell in love with the 
wax and started explor¬ 
ing it and finding out 
more about it and discov¬ 
ered that I could mix up 
my own wax and colour 
it myself and it opened 
up a lot of avenues for 
me to explore,” she said. 

Steer said she employs 
different ideas when 
starting a painting; 
sometimes she doesn’t 
have a specific idea in 
mind, while other times 
she paints from a spe¬ 
cific photograph she has 
taken. In her latest work, 
she put several different 
combinations of differ¬ 
ent types of colours on 
the wood, melted it flat 
and then she thought of 


an Asian theme for the 
piece. 

“Once my colours are 
on there - in no par¬ 
ticular order - patterns 
will suggest themselves. 
Teasing that picture out 
so that it becomes recog¬ 
nizable is a very exciting 
process to go through," 
she said. 

Steer said she ei\joys 
the fact that the 
Mountain View County 
area has such a mix of 
artists to share ideas 
with and get inspiration 
from. 

“It’s a great county to 
live in," she said. 

Her artwork can be 
seen at Steer’s Shorthorn 
Art Studio in Didsbury, 
White Raven Emporium 
in Didsbury and Different 
Strokes in Olds.

Police 
officers 
deserve 
MP action 

Canadians from coast to coast are shocked and 
saddened by last week's horrific shooting deaths of 
three RCMP officers in New Brunswick. 

And although the killing of the officers in Moncton 
comes nine years after the Mayerthorpe, Alta, shoot¬ 
ing of four officers, the stm.se of public outrage is the 
same, as is the feeling that something must surely 
be done to prevent such trag¬ 
edies. 

Whether that something 
means Canada needs to 
impose much stricter and 
severe gun control measures 
remains a deeply divisive and 
controversial issue. 

However, like it or not 
this latest police killing will 
certainly reopen the debate 
about whether a workable 
balance can ever be struck 
between firearm ownership 
and public safety in Canadian 
society. 

For the time being, the 
focus is rightfully on remembering and honouring 
the dedicated officers who lost their lives in the line 
of duty last week. 

Canada’s national leaders fittingly expressed the 
feelings of the nation when they called the Moncton 
shootings both tragic and senseless. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper said the killings 
are “a stark reminder that our men and women in 
law enforcement put their lives on the line in Canada 
every day to protect our citizens and communities.” 

While NDP Leader Tom Mulcair called the shoot¬ 
ings a “tragic reminder of the dangers police face as 
they perform an important public service protecting 
our communities”, Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
said Canadians “unequivocally condemn this sense¬ 
less act of violence." 

As was the case following the Mayerthorpe shoot¬ 
ings, the thoughts and prayers of ordinary Albertans 
go out to the families of the New Brunswick officers 
who had their lives taken away in this latest horrific- 
example of murder in a peaceful community. 

Just like Mayerthorpe, the Moncton shootings 
mark a dark chapter in Canadian history that will 
long be remembered for its futility and waste. 

Yet these latest killings also highlight a terrible 
truth, that even years after the Mayerthorpe tragedy, 
the dedicated and committed RCMP officers who 
keep Canadians safe remain at extreme risk front 
gun-toting madmen 

Law-abiding Canadians want no more Mayerthorpe- 
and Moncton-type shootings - and that is a message 
Prime Minister Harper, Mr. Mulcair and Mr. Trudeau 
above all others need to get loud and clear. 

Parliament has the final authority to regulate and 
control firearms in Canada. As such, isn’t it high time 
MPs put aside their differences and use the power 
Canadians have given them to do more, much more, 
to protect our police from gun violence?

As Father’s Day approaches the 
importance of fathers and father¬ 
hood is celebrated and commem¬ 
orated around the world.

As a father, he spent time with 
his children and anyone who 
wanted to join in as we flew model 
rockets, guided remote control 
airplanes, went to museums, or 
just played games of billiards. 

To his grandchildren, he was 
supportive attending graduations, 
christenings, performances, and 
attentively listening to their sto¬ 
ries while taking time to bounce 
them on his gout-filled knee. 

He showed his love of his chil¬ 
dren, grandchildren and daugh- 
ters-in-law tangibly, yet never ver¬ 
balizing it. 

My dad, despite his faults, large¬ 
ly succeeded in his role. As he 
aged, and his health grew worse, 
his capacity to listen and appreci¬ 
ate those around him increased. 
He said “thank you" more often, 


and even amidst pain did not com¬ 
plain even though it incapacitated 
him, just like his father before 
him. 

As a father of four children, 
and father-in-law to a marvelous 
young man, 1 can only pray that 
I am a father who attempts to 
practise patience, a father who 
is able to allow my kids to make 
mistakes without “I told you so”, 
a father who can be tender, yet 
truthful, a father who is support¬ 
ive of dreams I may never see 
come to fruition, and a father who 
can be counted on to be there, no 
matter what the need, and a father 
who loves, despite the cost. 

That is a father, and what 1 am 
striving for.

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BMX racer preparing for 
world championships

A local BMX racer has qualified for the world 
championships later this summer in Holland. 

Tanner Vandenhoven will be attending the 
world championships in Rotterdam in July. He 
was invited to a selection camp on May 14 and 
15 in Abbotsford, B.C. where he was one of five 
riders competing for the lone Canadian spot to 
compete in the international championship. 

“It's pretty exciting because I’ve travelled a lot, 
but I’ve never been overseas before and I've only 
been to one world championship before (in 2007 
in Victoria). It’s going to be a little different," he 
said. 

In preparation for the world championships, 
Vandenhoven also attended the U.S. champion¬ 
ships on May 31 and June 1 in Salt Lake City, 
Utah. 

“It was a tough competition. It didn’t go too well 
for me. I had a couple crashes in my qualifier so I 
didn't make my final," he said. 

Vandenhoven said he learned a lot at the U.S. 
championships, competing against racers who 
have gone to the world event and been world 
champions in their division. 

“It was definitely one of the harder races, with 
faster racers," he said. “It just kind of showed 
me where I need to be and how 1 compare to 
those guys and what to expect, for when I go to 
Holland.” 

Vandenhoven was the Canadian champion in 
2011 in the 15-year-old expert class. That compe¬ 
tition was in Quebec City. 

“My goal was to get the qualifying spot to 
go (to the world championships) and now I’m 
training towards making my final when 1 get to 
Rotterdam," he said. 

Vandenhoven was selected to ride with the 
Canadian team in January as coaches had identi¬ 
fied him as one of the best riders in his age group 
(17 years old). The riders in Abbotsford did sev¬ 
eral time trials and head-to-head racing on the 
second day. 

“We all know each other well but it was a little 
bit stressful because you could see each other’s 
times and you want to have the best time,” he 
said. 

Vandenhoven started racing in Airdrie when he 
was about eight years old He now trains during 
the winter in Olds when a track is construct¬ 
ed inside the MegaDome on the Olds Regional 
Exhibition grounds. Vandenhoven said the facil¬ 
ity provides a good way to practice during the 
winter months when most other Canadians aren’t 
practising. 

“Usually the kids down in the (United States) 
and warmer places get to ride year-round, and 
we’ve never had that. So when we get to build 
our own track and ride year-round it definitely 
helps the skill because you don’t have to take six 
months off and then try and compete with every¬ 
body," he said.
